Instead of the hour alloted to 
the gold men he was given just l^t-aly- 
five minutes to present his vie,s = . ?.I". 
Newlands contended that the- re.il evil 
is the export of gold aud any k^ 
tiou that would have a tendeuiy to 
check that export fully meets the le- 
quirurceuto intended to bo met by tho 
bill which puSsud tup House. What 
causes th:it export of gold? Tuo i.u-t 
that the balance of trade is against this 
country, and has been for a long time 
To check this export, first laise the 
tariff a little higher, BO as to limit the 
importation of foreign goods. Legi~l.i- 
tiou should bo passed which would 
ruise tha value of the ounce of ailvor 
through tho woild, and thus concur- 
rently with that rise raise the value of 
the natural products of thiscountiy— 
wheat, cotton, wool aud other products 
—which we export for the payment of 
oar debts abroad. The balance of trade 
would be turned in our favor,und tlieio 
would be no need of providing a fund 
for gold redemption. 


Mr. Newlands said tho only question 


with him is whether we shall submit to 
the conditions which are at present in- 
tolerable to a debtor nation? Theie 
are but three creditor nations in Hie 
world. England, Franco and Germany. 


Two of these, England and Germany, 


are nations which stand in the way of 
bimetallism. These countries need not 
keep reserves for the reason that they 
are creditor countries. When they are 
in need of funds they look about the 
world for the nation that is best able 
to respond to their demands and they 
invariably fix upon America and put 
her on the verge of bankruptcy. This 
is what Germany did at the time of the 
Baring failure when she called on us 
for $90,000,000, and it is what England 
did recently when the Venezuelan 
trouble came. 


These are the great creditor nations 


to whom tho gentlemen propose to ap- 
peal, to whom wo have appealed for 
twenty years to do something for sil- 
ver, but without lesults. The only 
debtor nation in the world that can 
maintain gold payments is our country 
and how has it done it? By incurring 
a public debt in one year approximating 
$200,000,000, and heaven knows how 
much moie private debt imposed upon 
the enterprises and industries of the 
country. We are proposing to main- 
tain what no other debtor nation is 
able to maintain—a gold standard.
